Extra of a Letter from Capt. Blomart, late Commander 

of the Ship Jobn, dated Genoa, March 11. O. S§. 

*¢ On the 3d of March, about Nine in the Evening, 
we fail’d from Genoa, and next Morning at Day- 
break we found feveral Settees near us, within 8 Miles 
of Genoa, and one coming near Half Gunfhot hoilted 
Genoefe Colours, and run out his Guns: As foon as 
we perceiv'd it we began to play our Stern-Chace Guns, 
but to our great Misfortune it fell flatcalm. He rowing 
on our Quarter, and keeping a continual Fire, brought 
our Fore and Mizen-yard down: We carried away the 
Head of his Fore-malt and Fore-yard, and placed him 
feveral Shot in his Bow, that rak’d him Fore and Aft. 
At laft he came on Board, and with the great Number 
of his People with their Powder-Flasks, &c. we had a 
moft bloody Engagement ; till pouring in fo many 
Hands with their Small-Arms, we were oblig’d to fur- 
render. Our Stern and Quarters areas full of Small 
Shot as poflible they can ftick, and the Poop-Lanthorn 
is like a Collander. The Privateer had 18 nine and 
twelve Pounders, 26 Swivel Guns, and 150 Men; yet 
I verily believe if it had not been our Misfortune to be 
becalm’d, we fhould have had the bet. We had only 
one kill’d and eight wounded ; and the Privateer, [ 
believe, muft have a great Number, but they keep 


them private.”
